London, July 25. Mr. Fielden, owner

of the yacht Saide, which succored Prof.
Oyen, the geologist of the Wellmau arctic
expedition, left at Dane's island, writes re-

ferring to the report of the loss of the
Wellman party and their steamer, that
he has learned from Bpitzber-ge- n

that the Rahnevald-Jarl- , the
vessel which was used to convey the ex-
plorers to the edge of the ice pack, was
an old whaler which had been titted upas a steamer and that she was in no waytitted to encounter the ice.
